However, 
there Is one great difference between 
the Cleveland escalator and a tread- 
mill, The surface of the former moves 
upward and not downward, and when 
once a horse or pair of horses have 
stepped on to it they remain motion- 
less wotil they get to the top. They 
are not obliged to keep traveling in 
consequence of the receding movement 
of the surface on which they stand, 


The lower surface of the floor rests 
on a large number of “idle” pulleys, 
whose duty !s merely to support the 
burden with little frictlon. Movement 
is effected by a small number of 
other pulleys driven by electric mo- 
tors. The latter together develop more 
than twice as much power as ls needed 
to keep the road In operation. In or-

TORRENTIAL RIVER THREATENS PANAMA CANAL. 





One of the great 
problems of canal con- 
struction never satis- 
factorily solved by the 
engineers of the French 
Canai Company in- 
volves the disposal of 
the flood waters of the 
Chagres river. Whether the final de-| 
cision be for a tide level or for a lock | 
canal, a method must be devised to} 
‘control the Chagres when !t becomes 
a raging torrent, to store water in the 
rainy season for use In the dry season 
and to send the surplus through some 
|other channel to the sea. 

Under plans of French engineers, 
made on a basis of controlling the flood 
waters on an eighty-five foot level, the! 
cost was estimated at $36,000,000, and 
}many Americans have doubted whetner 
even this enormous expenditure would 
protect the canal. Asa result of sur- 
veys made by Americans within the 
last year {t {s announced here that the 
| water can absolutely be controlled by 
[means of a dam at an elevation of 
{185 feet aud at an approximate sar- 
| Ing of $27,908,000 from the French est!- 
| mate. 


In the dry seasons the flow of the 
river becomes almost insignificant for 
leontrol; the discharge becomes two 
j hundred times smaller than !n periods 
of the greatest floods. Near where 
lthe Chagres crosses the canal location 
| ite tributary, the Bas Obispo river, en- 
tars with the water from the drainage 
lap to the continental divide. Below 
| Obispo the Chagres flows to San 
| Pablo through a somewhat restricted 
valley with tortuous windings In a 
jnarrow alluvial plain, requiring con- 
siderable rectification. High, steep, 
densely wooded hills narrow fn and af- 
ford the dam sites of the various canal 
projects. 

| Actual conditions do not show any 








foundation for the evil repute of the 
Chagres. The river flows over sand 
and gravel between steep clay banks, 
often not exceeding two hundred feet 
in width, and the water is rarely tur- 
hid. As the drainage area ts free from 
pollution, the water should be of the 
purest, as it Is well aerated, flowlng 
with a swift current over many small 
rapids. In times of rain there fs a 
noticeable amount of sediment, which 
{a largely deposited in the lower 
reaches, 


The floods are very flashy; they come 
suddenly and are sustained a very 
short period, declining quickly almost 
to low water conditions, 


The country along the upper river {s 
thickly wooded, and in many places 
with a tangled and matted Jungle un- 
dergrowth, through which the Amert- 
can parties had to cut roads, often 
along hills with slopes of forty, de- 
grees. From Gamboa to Albajuela, a 
distance of about eleven miles, the 
river rises forty-six feet; In the next 
eleven and a half miles to a point near 
Santa Barbara, there !s a rise of elghty 
feet. Outside of the villages along the 
railroad there {s only one tiny hamlet, 
called Cruces, on the banks of the 
river. 

Navigation on the Upper Chagres 
is limited to small dugout canoes 
pushed up stream by men with t!ron 
shod poles, but In the dry season there 
{s searcely sufficient water for this in 
places, and, except for deep pools at 
the eddies, it {s possible to walk up the 
river bed for considerable distance.

A Wilmington 
inventor, however, has discovéred that 
kegs and other difficult-shaped pack- 
ages mnay be readily made of pulp if a 
binder, or cementing material, is added 
to the pulp. This binder will set or 
knit sufficiently to bind the pulp bers 
together before the water bas entirely 
passed off. It can, therefore, be 
ed while still in a moist condition and 
will stand the necessary handling or 
bending. Moreover, the moisture re- 
maining in the pulp enables the head 
to be firmly grasped by shrinkage of 
the body, which is a large factor In 
producing a durable motsture proof 
package. It is belleved that besides 
kegs, boxes, pails and other commercial 
packages, that even bathtubs may be 
manufactured of pulp under the new 
process.
